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This decision is issued in response to the "Petition Under 37 CFR 1.10(c) To Correct 
Filing Date And Date-In Discrepancy" filed 22 May 2006. No petition fee is required. 



On 1 1 August 2004, applicants filed international application PCT/SG2004/000240. The 
application claimed a priority date of 14 August 2003 and it designated the United States. On 24 
February 2005, the International Bureau (IB) communicated a copy of the international 
application to the United States Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO). The deadline for 
submission of the basic national fee was thirty months from the priority date, i.e., 14 February 



In February 2006, applicants filed a Transmittal Letter for entry into the national stage in 
the United States accompanied by, among other materials, payment of the basic national fee. 

The receipt postcard confirming this submission was returned to applicants bearing a 
USPTO receipt stamp dated 15 February 2006. 

On 22 May 2006, applicants filed the petition considered herein. The petition asserts that 
the correct filing date for the materials initiating this national stage application is 14 February 



The materials filed by applicants to initiate this national stage application included a 
Form PTO-1390 transmittal letter. This transmittal letter contained included a "Statement Of 
Filing By Express Mail" that identified the "Express Mail" label number (ER059675365US) and 
the date of deposit (14 February 2006). The present petition includes a copy of the "Express 
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Mail" label number ER059675365US. The "date in" on this label is blank; however, the label 
bears a USPS stamp dated 14 February 2006. 

Based on applicants' statements in the present petition, the "Statement Of Filing By 
Express Mail" contained on the Form PTO-1390, and the 14 February 2006 USPS stamp on the 
"Express Mail" label, it is concluded that the materials filed to initiate this national stage 
application (including the basic national fee) were deposited with the USPS as "Express Mail" 
on 14 February 2006. Pursuant to 37 CFR LI 0(c), these materials are properly accorded a filing 
date of 14 February 2006. 

It is noted that the present petition included a $130 petition fee. Because no fee is 
required for the present petition, this fee will be refunded to Deposit Account No. 01-0035. 



Applicants' petition under 37 CFR 1.10(c) is GRANTED. 

The materials filed to initiate this national stage application, including the payment of the 
basic national fee, are properly accorded a filing date of 14 February 2006, prior to the expiration 
of thirty months from the priority date.

declaration later than thirty months from the priority date. 
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
